“It Is believed the captain of the 
steamer and four of the armed guards 
are prisoners on board the German 
submarine.” 
The Campania was the thirty-eighth 
American 
merchant 
ship destroyed 
through the operations of German and 
Austrian submarines and raiders since 
the war began.
